Wherby he declareth hym 
to be the true Meſſias whych was pꝛomyſed to the 
fathers and of-whome the pꝛophete Dauid ſpake :

He declareth alſo that Chaſtes office is to do good 
to all. Now thys reſurrection of Chziſt he cofirmeth 
both wpth hys owne wytneſſe and wyth the wytnes 
ok all that ſawe the thynge wyth they2 eyes. And leſt 
a man ſhulde reiecte them as parciall wytneſſes by- 
cauſe they were hys ſeruauntes and diſtiples he fet 
cheth out a mooſt ſure recoꝛde of ſcripture ſayen 
that alkthe pꝛophetes do teſtitye of thys Chꝛiſt. Ay⸗ 
nally leſta man woll fynde tauillacion and ſay they 
tam fo:th of theiʒ owne mynd vncalled to beare wyt 
nes of thys thynge, he addeth that they were com- 
maunded and ſent by God to pꝛeache to the people, 
#to teſtifye that it is thys ſame Jeſus Chuſt which 
was o2depned of God ta be the iuge of the quycke x ;

In the actes of theApoſtles had receyued p waſhing 


expoſitours do agre, there be two maner of baptiſ⸗ 
mes. Now as alſo ſaynt Jerome affirineth,mi only 
gyueth the water, but God gyueth the holy gooſt 


wherby the fylthe is waſhed awaye,and the ſynnes 


of bloude purged. The ſame Jerome alfo wzptyug 
vpon the Epiltle to the-Galathians, ſayeth in thys 
wyſe. p then they that be baptiſed in Chꝛiſte haue 
done on Chuiſt, it is manyfeſt that they whych haue 
not put on Chaſt.be not baptiſed in Chaſte. Foz it 
was ſayd to them whych were tounted faythfull a 
whych were ſuppoſed to haue had the baptilme of 
Chatſt:Put ye on the Loꝛde Jeſus Chꝛiſt. Pt a ma 
taketh only thys cozpozall w got water which 
is ſene wyth the eyes of the fleſh, he is not clad with 
the Loꝛde Jeſus Chꝛiſt. Fo2 albeit Simõ Magus 
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of water, yet bycauſe he had not the holy gooſte,he 
was not baptiſed in Chziſt. 0herfoze(as J decla⸗ 
red vnto you on the Alcẽſiõ dap) baptiſme wythout 
fayth is as who ſhulde ſaye,a paper ſealed wythout 
any wzptpuge in it.

Che mooſt comfoztable glad tydynges of 
Chaiſt is here wonderfully well deſcribed, 
Eſus ſpake vnto a ruler amonge the phariſes, 
4 God ſo loued the worlde, that fe gaue hys only 
hegotten ſonne, that whoſocuer beleueth in hym, 
ſhulde not peryſh,but haue euerlaſtynge lyfe. For 
God ſente not hys ſonne into the worlde, to con⸗ 
dempne the worlde , but that the worlde through 
hym myght be ſaued. He that beleueth on hym, is 
not condempned. But he that beleueth not, is con⸗ 
demned already, becauſe he hath not beleued in 
the name of the only begotten ſonne of God. And 
thys is the condempnacion: that light is come into 
the worlde, and mẽ loued darkenes more thã lyght 
bycauſe theyr dedes were euell. For euery one that 
euell doeth, hateth the lyght:neyther commeth to 
the lyght, leſt hys dedes ſhuld be reproued. But he 
that doth trouth, commeth to the lyght , that hys:
